($2,950,810.50) sought for actual and necessary legal services rendered to the Debtors during the 
Fee Period, and (iii) reimbursement in the amount of $144,599.12 for actual and necessary costs 
and expenses incurred by Ak in Gump in connection with such services during the Fee Period. 
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Itemization of Services Rendered and Disbursements Incurred 


1. In support of this Monthly Fee Statement, attached are the following exhibits: 

• Exhibit A is a schedule of the number of hours billed by Akin Gump 
partners, senior counsel, counsel, associates and paraprofessionals during the 
Fee Period with respect to each of the subject matter categories Akin Gump 
established in accordance with its internal billing procedures. 

• Exhibit B is a schedule providing certain information regarding the Akin 
Gump attorneys and paraprofessionals for whose work in these chapter 11 
cases compensation is sought in this Monthly Fee Statement. Attorneys and 
paraprofessionals of Akin Gump have billed a total of 3,081.40 hours in 
connection with these chapter 11 cases during the Fee Period.
